SAC KV IILE WAS IS FOE MED. 


On the 4th of September last the Philadei 
phia Press published the following dispatch 
from Washington : 


Sim ultaneously with th e transm ission of the Pres 
ide nt’s recent retaliation m essag e to Cong ress a pri 
v ate com m unication was transm itted by the g ov ern 
m e nt of the United States to the British g ov ernm ent 
a t London assuring it that it need hav e no anxiety 
as to any official action th a t would be taken under 
th e auth o rity th a t the P resident had asked of Con 
g ross if it should be g ranted. 


Mr. Bay ard did not deny that such a dis­ 
patch had been sent. 
When interrogated oil 
the subject he declared that “ no such com­ 
munication had been sent either to Mr. Phelps 
at London or the British minister here. 
T his was merely an evasion. 
The corre­ 
spondent of the Press. Mr. Z. L. White, fol 
lowed the matter up and found that the in­ 
formation had been convey ed to the British 
government, not formally and officially , but 
in a manner that would not make it neces­ 
sary to produce the communication when the 
Senate called for the correspondence in the 
case, “ that no anx iety need he felt lest the ad­ 
ministration should make use of the retalia­ 
tion powers which ho asked from Congress.” 
In Sackville’s letter to Murchison he said : 
“ Of course I understand that both the action 
of the Senate and the President’s letter were 
for political effect.” 
It does not appear by 
what authority he made the charge of du­ 
plicity and dishonesty against the Senate,but 
in regard to the President’s retaliation mes 
sage he had the information which the apolo­ 
getic communication from Washington to the 
British 
government furnished. Sackville’s 
course has been considered impudent and in­ 
sulting. 
The President pretends to feel out 
raged because his sincerity in writing the re­ 
taliation message has been called in question. 
But here is the proof that what the minister 
wrote was upon the authority of the President 
him self. 
He knew him to be 
iusincere be­ 
cause he was informed of the contents of the 
communication sent to the British govern­ 
ment. 
Sack ville has a right to feel that he lias 
been unjustly treated. 
He takes the matter 
philosophically , however, and does not com­ 
plain. 
The Sun has the news from Wash­ 
ington that he is not going home, but will re­ 
main in the United States until after election, 
in the character of a private individual. 
It 
is not ex pected that the vacancy will be filled 
by the British government in several weeks, 
as there are in this country both a Secretary 
8 0<1 Assista i^ Secretary o f Legation, either of 


whom is capable of taking charge of the of­ 
fice. 
It would be to Mr. Cleveland’s credit 
if he should order him out of the country . 
There is precedent even for causing his arrest 
and conducting him over the border or aboard 
ship. 
But Mr. Cleveland is no such man. 
He feels under deep obligations to the ex - 
minister for his sincere though imprudent 
efforts in the canvass. 
After the election is 
over Lord Saekvillc will resume liis place, 
and remain till the inauguration of Gen. Har­ 
rison. 
The English newspapers bluster with in­ 
dignation over the treatment of Lord Sack- 
ville, and even the British government pre­ 
tends to be offended. 
But it is to he noticed 
that Minister Phelps is not ordered home or 
diplomatic intercourse with our government 
suspended, the usual course of procedure 
when a real offense has been given. 
Mr. 
Cleveland’s prudence may after all be the 
better part of valor. 
Lord Sackville is evi­ 
dently too well posted on the communications 
between the administration and his govern­ 
ment to make it safe for the former to give 
him a real snub. 


THE MARKET AND THE TARIFF. 


Gen. Harrison in a single phrase ex hibited 
the fallacy and weakness of the whole free 
trade argument when he said : “ The free 
trader is a student of max ims instead of mar­ 
kets.” 
By comparison we find that not only the 
growth of cities but also the value of land 
in the country as well as city lots keeps pace 
with ihe growth of manufactures. 
Only six 
per cent of this country 's manufactures are 
found south of the Potomac. 
Compare North Carolina with Massachu­ 
setts. 
Price of land in the former $20 per 
acre, while in the latter it sells for $70 on the 
average. 
Compare New York and Virginia. 
One 
hundred y ears ago they were equal, but to­ 
day we have .0,000,000 people against Vir 
giniti’s 1,500,000. 
Again, compare Illinois and Iowa, and we 
find that the manufactures of the former 
state furnisli a home market, while Iowa has 
to send her surplus eastward, even to Europe, 
and so the Iowa farmer makes less than the 
Illinois farmer. 
Nor are the interests of 
farmers and manufacturers antagonistic. 
The entire foreign consumption of our pro 
ducts amounts only to about 8 per cent of 
what we raise, aside from cotton and tolmc 
co. 
It is obviously of the greatest interest to 
both classes to foster our home market. 
The 
interests of these two great classes are bound 
together, and he is a public enemy who tries 
to stir up animosity between the mechanic 
and farmer. 
This great difference of growth between 
the state of Massachusetts and the Htate 
of 
North Carolina, and between the state of 
New York and the state of Virginia, is the 
result of manufacturing interests in the dif­ 
ferent states, to a greater or less degree in 
each. 
The Democratic party North and 
South is to-day endeavoring to break down 
these interests by killing the home market 
for our manufactures. 
Where w ill then he 
that promised market for our goods ? 
Can 
we sell any manufactured goods in Europe, 
where they have such a surplus of them 
already that they hail with joy and gladness 
the possibility of n victory of the free trade 
party in America, so that they may flood this 
count:y with their wares ? 
We have it in our hands toda y to decid 
aud solve the social question here and ii 
Europe at the same time by closing our ports 
against the products of pauper labor. 
The 
Democratic party comes before the people 
with a platform and a tariff reform bill 
which if carried out will reduce all values all 
over the country at least one-third, and the 
workingman or tradesman who owns a house 
or other property valued at say $9 00, tmd on 
which he has made a pay ment of $300, will 
find that after the introduction of tariff re 
form so called, his house will not he worth 
more than the face value of his debt or mort­ 
gage, namely $600, and the $300 which he 
saved from his earnings of y ears to buy a 
homestead are lost forever, thauks to the 
cheapening effects of tariff reform. 
The 
manufacturer who runs a mill stocked with 
say , $300,000 worth of wool and woolen 
goods, will learu that after the tariff has been 
reformed he 1ms lost just oue third of what 
he 
considered 
his 
assets, probably the 
fruit of a lifetime of hard work. 
Perhaps 
he will be a bankrupt, at any rate, banks and 
financial institutions all over the country will 
be ex ceedingly careful in ex tending credit to 
business men on account of the terrific shrink­ 
age in values which must result fi%m such 
tariff reform as the Mills bill leads to. 
We are come to a condition of affairs which, 
if the men who are now in control of this 
government and who still hold on to the false 
philosophies of free trade are to enact their 
theories into law,will causcaloss tothe Ameri­ 
can people greater than the entire cost of the 
late civil war. 
If our protective sy stem, upon which we 
have risen, shall be broken down, and shall 
be replaced by a free trade sy stem, the suffer­ 
ing which will come to our people in their 
impoverishment by the breaking down of 
their industries is not unlikely to ex ceed the 
waste and destruction which took place dur­ 
ing the late war. 
If 60,000,000 of people who 
have been lifted up to a scale and standard of 
living never y et equaled or reached by any 
other people in the world shall be cast down 
from that height to the depths.of degradation 
which are to be found in other portions of 
the world, who can measure the consequences, 
and who desires to lift the veil and look upon 
them ? 


RASCALS IN OFFICE—PENS ION VETOES. 


Mr. Cleveland was elected on a platform 
of civil service reform. 
He gave a solemn 
pledge to the Mugwumps to elevate and purify 
the public service, and another to Democrats 
to “ turn the rascals out.” 
The Tribune recently furuished the proofs 
that over 200 criminals of every kind and de­ 
gree had been appointed to office by Mr. 
Cleveland, some fresh from state prison, 
others under indictment, while some actually 
received their commissions while serving out 
terms for felonies. 
In only one case has a 
denial of this accusation been made or at­ 
tempted. 
By actual count he has put more 
criminals into office than all of his predeces­ 
sors in the Presidency since the first inaugu­ 
ration of Washington. 
His ex cuse has been 
that the large number of appointments re­ 
quired of him made it a phy sical impossibil­ 
ity to ex amine into the characters of all. 
Now Mr. Cleveland has vetoed some 300 
private pension bills, which is a larger num ­ 
ber than all the bills vetoed by his twenty -one 
predecessors on all subjects. 
He claims to 
have ex amined carefully into the merits of 
each claim, and in many instances into the 
character of the claimants. 
In vetoing the 
pension of a poor widow in New Hampshire 
about four weeks ago, he made a vicious as­ 
sault upon the woman's character, which 
Senator Blair showed by the strongest docu* 


mentary proof to be cruelly and infamously 
false. Indeed, it has been a favori-e pastime 
of the President to write slanders upon female 
claimants for pensions. 
More than twenty 
veto messages of this sort are upon the record 
and cannot be rubbed out. 
Now if Mr. Cleveland has time to ex amine 
carefully and critically into more than 300 
pension claims, if he has time to send out 
emissaries and hunt down poor widows for 
facts or suspicions upon which to base an as­ 
sault upon their characters, if ffe can afford 
to do this in order to prevent them from re­ 
ceiving pensions rangiug from $9 6 to $144 a 
y ear for invaluable services already rendered 
by their husbands or sons, what reason can 
he give for not investigating the characters 
of men whom he has called iuto the public 
service and invested with new and important 
responsibilities, and who are receiving in a 
majority of instances from $1,500 to $3,000 
a y ear ? If he had given as much time to 
hunting down the scoundrels whom he has 
placed in office, scores of whom he could 
easily have found in state prison or in jail, as 
he has given to scandalizing the widows or 
mothers of dead soldiers, the infamous record 
that he has made as a “ civil service reformer” 
would not now rise up to plague him.

SACK VILLE WMS INFORMED. 


On the 4tli of Scptemlier last the 1’hiladei 
pbia /Vym published the follow ing dispatch 
from W ashington : 


Sim ultaneously witll the transm ission of the Pres 
id eal's recent retuliatioti m essage in emigre** a |>ri 
v ats coneiiuiilc.it imi wa* transim ttcd by the govern 
m eat of the United State* to tic* British governm ent 
a t Lindon assuring it thai it u< cd have no anxiety 
aa to any official action th a i would lie taken u n i 
th e authority th at th e President bad asked of Col 
gross if it should bo granted. 


Mr. Bayard did not deny that such n dis 
patch had been sent. 
When interrogated on 
the subject he declared that "n o such coni 
m unicatim had I teen sent either to Mr. Phelps 
at Loudon or the British m inister here 
T his wa* merely an evasion. 
The corre 
spondent of the /Vex*. Mr. Z L. W hile, fol­ 
lowed the m atter up and found that the in 
form ation had licen conveyed to the British 
governm ent, not form ally and officially, but 
in a m anner that would not make it neces- 
aary to produce the comm unication when the 
Senate called for the correspondence iu the 
case, "th at no anxiety need be felt leat the ad 
m inistration should make use of the retalia 
tion powers which lie asked from Congress.” 
In Sackville’s letter to Murchison he Miid : 
" O f course I understand that both the action 
of the Senate and the President’s letter were 
for political effect.” 
It docs not ap|>car by 
w hat authority he made the charge of d u ­ 
plicity and dishonesty against the Senate,lint 
in regard to the President's retaliation tues 
sage he bai] the inform ation which the apolo­ 
getic com m unication from W ashington to the 
British 
governm ent furnished. .Sackville’s 
Course ha* been considered im pudent and in­ 
tuiting . 
The President pretends to feel out 
raged because bi* sincerity in w riting the re­ 
taliation message has been called iu question. 
B a t here is the proof that what the m inister 
wrote was upon the authority of the President 
him self. 
He knew him to be 
insincere be­ 
cause he was inform ed of the contents of the 
com m unication sent to the British govern­ 
m ent. 
Sack Ville bas a right to feel that he lias 
been unjustly treated. 
H e takes the m atter 
philosophically, however, and does not com ­ 
plain. 
T he Sun has the news from W ash­ 
ington that he is not going home, but will re­ 
m ain in the United States until after election, 
la the character of a private individual. 
It 
J* not expected that the vacancy will be filled 
by the British governm ent in several weeks, 
as there are in this country both a Secretary 
aad A ssistant Secretary of Legation, either of j 


whom is capable of taking charge of the of­ 
fice. 
It would be to Mr. Cleveland’s credit 
lf he should order him out of the country. 
There is precedent even for causing his arrest 
and conducting him over the border or aboard 
ship. 
B ut Mr. Cleveland is no such man. 
He feels under deep obligations to the ex- 
minister for his sincere though im prudent 
efforts in the canvas*. 
After tho election is 
over Lord Saukville will resume his place, 
and remain till the inauguration of Gen. H ar­ 
rison. 
The English newspapers bluster with in­ 
dignation over the treatm ent of Lord Sack­ 
ville, and even the British government pre­ 
tends to be offended. 
But it is to In? noticed 
that Minister Phelps is uot ordered home or 
diplomatic intercourse with our government 
suspended, the usual course of procedure 
when a real offense has been given. 
Mr. 
Cleveland's prudence may after all be the 
better part of valor. 
I/m l Sackville is evi­ 
dently too well posted on the communications 
between the adm inistration and his govern­ 
ment to make it safe for the former to give 
him a real snub. 


THE MARKET AND THE TARIFF. 


Gen. Harrison in a single phrase exhibited 
the fallacy and weakness of the whole free 
trade argum ent when he said; "T he free 
trader is a student of maxims instead of m ar­ 
kets.” 
By comparison we find that not only the 
grow th of cities but also the value of land 
in the country as well as city lots keeps pace 
with the growth of m anufactures. 
Only six 
(a r cent of this country’s m anufactures are 
found south of the Potomac. 
Compare N orth Carolina with Massachu 
setts. 
Price of land in the form er $20 per 
acre, w hile in the latter it sells for $70 on the 
average. 
Compare New York and Virginia. 
One 
hundred years ago they were equal, but to­ 
day we have 0,000,000 j*cople against Vir 
ginia’s 1,500,000. 
Again, compare Illinois and Iowa, and we 
find that the manufac tures of the former 
state furnish a home market, while Iowa has 
to send her surplus eastward, even to E uroj* 
and so the Iowa farm er makes less than the 
Illinois fanner. 
N or arc the Interests of 
farmer* and manufac turers antagonistic 
The entire foreign consumption of our pro­ 
ducts amounts only to about 8 per cent of 
what we raise*, aside from cotton and tobac 
co. 
It is obviously of the greatest Interest to 
both Has-es to foster our home m arket. The 
Interests of these two great classes arc bound 
together, and he is a public enemy who tries 
to stir up animosity between the mechanic 
aud farm er. 
This great difference of growth lcetween 
the state of Massachusetts and th** state 
North Carolina, and between the state 
New York and the state of Virginia, is the 
result of m anufacturing interests in the dif 
fereut state*, to a greater or )e*s degree in 
each. 
The Democratic party N orth and 
South is to day endeavoring to break down 
these interests by killing the home m arket 
for our m anufactures. 
W here will then be 
that promised m arket for our goods ? 
Can 
we sell any m anufactured goods in Euro|ie 
when* they have such a surplus of them 
already that they hail with joy and gladness 
the possibility of a victory of the free trad 
party in America, so that they may Hood this 
count:)’ with their ware* ? 
We have it in our hands to day to dccid< 
and solve the social question bere and 
Europe* at tho same tim e by closing our ports 
against the products of pauper labor. 
The 
Democratic party comes before the people 
witli a platform and a tariff reform hill 
which if carried out xviii reduce all values all 
over the country at least one-third, and the

can pi ople greater than the entire cost of the 
late civil war. 
If our protective system, upon which we 
have risen, shall be broken down, and shall 
bx* replaced bv a free trade system, the suffer 
ing which xviii come to our people in their 
Impoverishment by the breaking down of 
their industries is not unlikely to exceed the 
waste aud destruction which took place dur 
lug the late xx ar.

other pimple in the world shall be cast down 
from that height to the depths/*? degradation 
which are to la: found in other portions of 
the world, who can measure the consequences, 
and xx ho desires to lift the veil and look upon 
them ? 


RASCALS IN OFF ICE— PENS ION VETOES. 


Mr. Cleveland was elected on a platform 
of civil service reform . 
Ile gave a solemn 
pledge lo the M ugwumps to elevate and purify 
the public service, and another to Democrats 
to "tu rn the rascals o u t.” 
The Trihunt recently furnished the proofs 
that over 200 crim inals of every kind and de­ 
gree had been appointed to office by Mr.

It would be to Mr. Cleveland’s credit 
if he should order him out of the country. 
There is precedent even for causing his arrest 
and conducting him over the border or aboard 
ship.

He feels under deep obligations to the ex- 
minister for his sincere though imprudent 
efforts in the canvass. 
After the election is 
over Lord Saekville will resume his place, 
and remain till the inauguration of Gen. Har­ 
rison. 
The English newspapers bluster with in­ 
dignation over the treatment of Lord Sack- 
ville, and even the British government pre­ 
tends to be offended. But it is to be noticed 
that Minister Phelps is not ordered home or 
diplomatic intercourse with our government 
suspended, the usual course of procedure 
when a real offense has been given. 
Mr. 
Cleveland’s prudence may after all be the 
better part of valor. 
Lord Saekville is evi­ 
dently too well posted on the communications 
between the administration and his govern­ 
ment to make it safe for the former to give 
him a real snub.

There is this further consideration in favor 
of supporting the administration on this is­ 
sue. 
It will leave the question still open for 
friendly means of settlement of some kind, 
while a support of the Senate’s po sitio n would 
clo"e all avenues of future negotiations, and 
bring upon the country the disastrous conse­ 
quences of retaliation, hostility and possible 
war. 
It would put an end to all prospect of 
improving the commercial relations of the 
United States and Canada. 
This is one of 
the questions which the people should keep 
in mind in casting their votes next Novem­ 
ber. 


SACKVILLE WAS INFORMED. 


On the 4th of September last the Philadel­ 
phia Pres* published the following dispatch 
from Washington : 


Simultaneously with the transm ission of the Pres­ 
ident's recent retaliation m essage to Congress a pri­ 
vate com m unication was transm itted by the govern­ 
m ent of tlie United S tates to the British governm ent 
a t London assuring it that it need have no anxiety 
as to anv official action th a t would lie taken under 
th e authority th at th e P resident had asked of Con­ 
gress if it should be granted. 
Mr. Bayard did not deny that such a dis­ 
patch had been sent. 
When interrogated oh 
the subject he declared that “ no such com­ 
munication had been sent either to Mr. Phelps 
at London or the British minister here.” 
This was merely an evasion. 
The corre­ 
spondent of the Pre»3, Mr. Z. L. White, fol­ 
lowed the matter up and found that the in­ 
formation had been conveyed to the British 
government, not formally and officially, but 
in a manner that would not make it neces­ 
sary to produce the communication when the 
Senate called for the correspondence iu the 
case, “ that no anxiety need be felt lest the ad­ 
ministration should make use of the retalia­ 
tion powers which ho asked from Congress.” 
In Sackville’s letter to Murchison he said : 
“ Of course I understand that both the action 
of the Senate and the President’s letter were 
for political effect.” 
It does not appear by 
what authority lie made the charge of du­ 
plicity and dishonesty against the Senate,but 
in regard to the President’s retaliation mes 
sage he had the information which the apolo­ 
getic communication from Washington to the 
British 
government furnished. Sackville’s 
course has been considered impudent and in­ 
sulting. 
The President pretends to feel out 
raged because his sincerity in writing the re­ 
taliation message has been called in question. 
Bat here is the proof that what the minister 
wrote was upon tlie authority of the President 
himself. 
He knew him to be insincere be­ 
cause he was informed of the contents of the 
communication sent to the British govern­ 
ment. 
Saekville has a right to feel that he has 
been unjustly treated. 
He takes the matter 
philosophically, however, and does not com­ 
plain. 
The Hun has the news from Wash­ 
ington that he is not going home, but will re­ 
main in the United States until after election, 
in the character of a private individual. 
It 
is not expected that the vacancy will be filled 
by the British government iu several weeks, 
as there are in this country both a Secretary 
And Assistant Secretary of Legation, either of 


Gen. Harrison in a single phrase exhibited 
the fallacy and weakness of the whole free 
trade argument when lie said : “ The free 
trader is a student of maxims instead of mar­ 
kets.” 
By comparison we find that not only the 
growth of cities but also the value of land 
in the country a.s well as city lots keeps pace 
with ihe growth of manufactures. 
Only six 
per cent of this country’s manufactures are 
found south of the Potomac. 
Compare North Carolina with Massachu­ 
setts. 
Price of land in the former $20 per 
acre, while in the latter it sells for $70 on the 
average. 
Compare New York and Virginia. 
One 
hundred years ago they were equal, but to­ 
day we have *.6,000,000 people against Vir­ 
ginia’s 1,500,000. 
Again, compare Illinois and Iowa, and we 
find that the manufactures of the former 
state furnish a home market, while Iowa has 
to send her surplus eastward, even to Europe, 
and so the Iowa farmer makes less than the 
Illinois farmer. 
Nor arc the interests of 
farmers and manufacturers antagonistic. 
The entire foreign consumption of our pro­ 
ducts amounts only to about 8 per cent of 
what we raise, aside from cotton and tobac­ 
co. 
It is obviously of the greatest interest to 
both classes to foster our home market. Tlte 
interests of these two great classes arc bound 
together, and he is a public enemy wlio tries 
to stir up animosity between the mechanic 
aud farmer. 
This great difference of growth between 
the state of Massachusetts and the state of 
North Carolina, aud between the state of 
New York and the state of Virginia, is the 
result of manufacturing interests in the dif 
ferent states, to u greater or less degree in 
each. 
The Democratic party North and 
South is to-day endeavoring to break down 
these interests by killing the home market 
for our manufactures. 
Where will then be 
that promised market for our goods ? Can 
we sell any manufactured goods in Europe, 
where they have such a surplus of them 
already that they hail with joy and gladness 
the possibility of a victory of the free trade 
party in America, so that they may llood this 
count’.y with their wares ? 
We have it in our hands today to decide 
and solve the social question here and 
Europe at the same time by closing our ports 
against the products of pauper labor. 
The 
Democratic [tarty comes before the people 
with a platform and a tariff reform bill 
which if carried out will reduce all values all 
over the country at least one-third, and the 
workingman or tradesman who owns a house 
or other property valued at say $900, tmd on 
which he has made a payment of $300, will 
find that after the introduction of tariff re 
form so called, his house will not be worth 
more than the face value of his debt or mort 
gage, namely $600, and the $300 which he 
saved from his earnings of years to buy a 
homestead are lost forever, thanks to the 
cheapening effects of tariff reform. 
The 
manufacturer who runs a mill stocked with, 
say, $300,000 worth of wool and woolen 
goods, will learn that after the tariff has been 
reformed he lias lost just one-third of what 
he 
considered 
his 
assets, probably the 
fruit of a lifetime of hard work. 
Perhaps 
he will be a bankrupt, at any rate, banks and 
financial institutions all over the country will 
he exceedingly careful in extending credit to 
business men on account of the terrific shrink 
age in values which must result fi^ni such 
tariff reform as the Mills bill leads to. 
We are cometo acoudition of affairs which 
if the men who are now in control of this 
government and who still hold on to the false 
philosophies of free trade are to enact their 
theories into law,will cause a loss tot lie Ameri­ 
can people greater than the entire cost of the 
late civil war. 
If our protective system, upon which we 
have risen, shall be broken down, and shall 
be replaced by a free trade system, the suffer 
ing which will come to our people in their 
impoverishment by the breaking down of 
their industries is not unlikely to exceed the 
waste aud destruction which took place dur 
lng the late war. 
If 00,000,000 of people who 
have been lifted up toa scale and standard of 
living never yet equaled or reached by any 
other people in the world shall be cast down 
from that height to the depths.of degradation 
which are to be found in other portions of 
the world, who can measure the consequences, 
and who desires to lift the veil and look upon 
them? 


RASCALS IN OFFICE—PENSION VETOES. 


Mr. Cleveland was elected on a platform 
of civil service reform. 
He gave a solemn 
pledge to the Mugwumps to elevate and purify 
the public service, and another to Democrats 
to “ turn the rascals out.” 
The Tribune recently furnished the proofs 
that over 200 criminals of every kind and de­ 
gree had been appointed to office by Mr. 
Cleveland, some fresh from state prison, 
others under indictment, while some actually 
received their commissions while serving out 
terms for felonies. 
In ouly one case has a 
denial of this accusation been made or at 
tempted. 
By actual count he has put more 
criminals into office than all of his predeces­ 
sors in the Presidency since the first inaugu­ 
ration of Washington. 
Ilis excuse has been 
that the large number of appointments re­ 
quired of him made it a physical impossibil­ 
ity to examine into the characters of all. 
Now Mr. Cleveland has vetoed some 300 
private pension bills, which is a larger num­ 
ber than all the bills vetoed by his twenty-one 
predecessors on all subjects. 
He claims to 
have examined carefully into the merits of 
each claim, and in many instances into the 
character of the claimants. 
In vetoing the 
pension of a poor widow in New Hampshire 
about four weeks ago, he made a vicious as­ 
sault upon the woman’s character, which 
Senator Blair showed by the strongest docu* 


mentary proof to be cruelly and infamously 
false. Indeed, it has been a favorite pastime 
of the President to write slanders upon female 
claimants for pensions. 
More than twenty 
veto messages of this sort are upon the record 
and cannot be rubbed out. 
N owt if Mr. Cleveland has time to examine 
carefully and critically into more than 300 
pension claims, if he has time to send out 
emissaries and hunt down poor widows for 
facts or suspicions upon which to base an as­ 
sault upon tbeir characters, if fle can afford 
to do this in order to prevent them from re­ 
ceiving pensions ranging from $96 to $144 a 
year for invaluable services already rendered 
by their husbands or sons, what reason can 
he give for not investigating the characters 
of men whom he has called into the public 
service and invested with new and important 
responsibilities, and who are receiving in a 
majority of ins anees from $1,500 to $3,000 
a year ? If he had given as much time to 
hunting down the scoundrels whom he has 
placed in office, scores of whom he could 
easily have found in state prison or in jail, as 
he bos given to scandalizing the widows or 
mothers of dead soldiers, the infamous record 
that he has made asa “civil service reformer” 
would not now rise up to plague him.

abilities, of pure and upright life and of the 
most vigorous and aggressive uprightness and 
independence, both as a man and as a Repub­ 
lican, and I therefore believe that he will ad­ 
minister the government in the full vigor of 
the principles of tlie Republican party. 
2. He was a gallant soldier—his flashing 
sword in the front of the Hattie—and in the 
gloomy rear of retreat was heard his voice of 
constancy and courage.

HOW THE CAMPAIGN IS GOING. 
The campaign to-day is the most promis­ 
ing that has ever been held, for the Republi­ 
cans. There is not a shrewd, observaut man 
on either side who believes that Cleveland will 
carry a single Northern State. There is loud 
and persistent clamoring on the Democratic 
side, hnt it is the svhislle which the hoy in­ 
dulges in while passing through a grave-yard 
to keep up his courage. Here and there a 
man or two announces that he has been 
Republican and will vote for Cleveland, but 
alwajs it is because he is a free-trader 
avowed!}’, and every such change to the 
Cleveland side for such a reason strengthens 
a dozen Democratic laboring men or Demo 
cratie manufacturers in their opposition to 
Cleveland. The very evident purpose of the 
President, in his letter of acceptance, to 
hedge by pretending to lie for protection is 
disproved by every one of these free trade 
converts. Seth Low. of Brooklyn; Matthew 
Hale, of Albany; F. B. Thurber and Henry 
George, tdl 
those now 
most devoted 
to Cleveland, 
are so solely 
because 
his cause is that of free trade. In 
some cases manufacturers of woolen cloths 
and of wool carpets announce their adhcranct: 
to the Cleveland platform, but it is in every 
case because they want free wool because it 
will lower the cost and importation. Tliev 
do uot care how it will operate on the farmer, 
who makes his living by wool growing. The 
selfish instinct is most coolly displayed by! 
every one of them. They are willing* 
10 have free trade in everything but their 
own products. They look upon the threat 
encd ruin of the wool growers with perfect 
calmness. Yet every one of these munufae 
turin.g converts went to Washington and 
begged and prayed the Mills Committee not 
to take the duty olT their manufactures for it 
would ruin them, but to take it off the farm­ 
ers’ wool, for that does uot make any differ­ 
ence. The laboring men all understand thi 
for they arc of an unusually high degree of 
intelligence in this country. It may be that 
the tariff alone does not make laborers’ 
wages high in this country. The wages 
are 
made 
high 
partly 
by the 
teliigence, 
industry and 
the sobriety 
of the laborer, but the tariff helps ail 
the same. One might as well argue that 
labor would be just as high here as it is now if 
there was no market for products as to 
say it will be just as high were the markets 
ali flooded with English products. Over­ 
production shuts down many of our mills 
now for two or three months in each year. 
How would it be if the market was overstock­ 
ed all the time by English productions? If 
tiiat did not lower wages it would do a worse 
thing. It would stop them altogether, and 
for all the year, as our own over-production 
now occasionally does. 
But the tariff matter is not all that is op­ 
erating to overwhelm the Democracy this 
year with disaster. The old soldier vote is 
all against Cleveland. There are 40.000 
Grand Army voters in this State,about half of 
them Democrats, and if Cleveland gats 5,000 
of them it will he only because they 
are office holders or there is a. pressure or a 
promise held out to them. They do not for­ 
get his rebel flag order, his insulting pretense 
that lie was afraid to go to St. Louis when 
the Grand Army Encampment was there, his 
cold-blooded sarcasm over the vetoes of pen 
sion bills, his hiring of a substitute during 
the war and his treatment of him afterward; 
and they keep well in mind his letter in emu­ 
lation of John C.Cslhoun and the idolatry with 
which lie worships all that savors of the re­ 
bellion. They believe him to be a Secession 
ist in bis heart just as he is a free-trader, but 
that he is afraid to admit it, because it would 
hurt his case before the people. If lie should 
unhappily get elected again, he will go to 
every extreme to show his contempt for the 
Northern soldier. He would then have notb 
ing to fear, for even his overwhelming ambi­ 
tion cannot contemplate n possibility of 
third term. 
There arc a great number of the worst of 
the spoils Democrats who distrust Cleveland 
for this same reason, that lie will not care 
what happens if it don’t to him, and lie will 
break every promise he lias made to them us 
soon as election is over. 
Bad as the Cleveland outlook is, that of 
David B. Hill is worse. His only standing at 
all was iu his antagonism to Cleveland. All 
the elements of his party opposed to 
Cleveland were feeling friendly to Hill be­ 
cause lie was with them, I Kit he has made 
such a servile surrender to Cleveland that 
these elements arc augry. He made three 
speeches for Cleveland in as many weeks 
after the renomination at St. Louis, in all of 
which he toadied to the idol in the most slushy 
fashion. He even takes up the free trade doc­ 
trine and defends it, though he hml all along 
been trying to pose as a friend to labor. In 
liis speech at Binghamton lie said: “ Why do 
we want to protect lumber? Our forests arc 
already nearly gone and there are only 
a few interest* up in the North-west that 
want it.” The same 
old argument, 
that it only hurts the other fellow, yet the 
Governor must be an ass not to know that 
there are tremendous lumber interests in our 
own State almost as great as any in the West. 
One of the largest lumber marts in the world 
is right within a stone's-throw of him in Al­ 
bany. He knows as little about the tariff 
questiou as Cleveland knew when he wrote 
his December message, but lie will learn. A 
large force against the Governor will be the 
High License Democrats. Large delegations 
of them, comprising the most eminent Dem­ 
ocrats in the State, urged him to sign each 
one of the Crosby bills, hut he treated them 
almost with contempt. There is an army of 
them in our cities and countrv districts who 
will not consent by their votes, even for par­ 
ty, to fo:*' upon tin Slate again for three 
years a Governor, whose aim is to 
prevent so salutary a limitation to the 
liquor traffic.

THE GOVERNOR OF THE STATE 
DEFRAYS- HIS ELECTION EX 
PENSES OUT OF 
A Fraudulent Deal. 


How He Procured a Valuable Contract for 


O’Brien and Clark In Return for Ten 


Thousand Dollars. 


THE DAMNING PROOF. 


An Accurate Reproduction of the Famous 


Promissory Note which Tells its own 


Story. H ill’s Connection with the 
Aqueduct Frauds Exposed. 


Previous to David B. Hill’s election to 
the high office of Governor, and while yet 
he was an Elmira lawyer, Hubert O. 
Thompson, a shrewd politician and or- 
gauizer of New York city, had conceived 
the idea of building a new aqueduct of 
immense proportions, a public work com­ 
paring in magnitude of cost with the 
Tweed court-house. 
By means of clever 
manipulation the bill, with all its facilities 
for fraud, was carried through the Legis­ 
lature of 1883. A fairly controllable 
Board of Commissioners was appointed, 
and the principal contracts were let to 
the firm of O’Brien & Clark. 
When Hill came upon the scene in 1885 
he began to look about for certain pliable 
persons through whom he could raise the 
necessary funds to defray his election ex­ 
penses. 
His eagle eyes lighted upon 
O’Brien, who controlled the aqueduct, 
and Squiro, who held the Public Works, 
subject to the will of Hubert O. Thomp­ 
son. 
Hill won O’Brien by promises of 
political preferment, and he held Squire 
by means of knowledge gained as to a 
disgraceful letter written by him,in which 
he had sold himself body and soul to 
Hubert O. Thompson. 


TUB DAMNING PROOF. 
Money was the one thing needful to 
Hill, and to proenro it ho issued the 
$10,000 note, a copy of which is here re­ 
produced. 
The note was endorsed by 
Muller, O’Brien and Clark, negotiated by 
Muller and paid by O’Brion and Clark, 
as shown in evidence produced before 
the Fassett Investigating Committee. 
After H ill’s election the contracts for 
Sections 12, 13 and 14 of the Aqueduct 
were let, as anticipated. 
O’Brien and 
Clark, through tho secret workings of 
Muller and Hill, were preferred to lower 
bidders, and the city lost $54,035. Muller, 
who was in H ill’s office for twenty years, 
was the Governor’s middleman and trusty 
lieutenant throughout the disgraceful pro­ 
ceedings which have come to light. 
When the Aqueduct Commission was 
reorganized in 1886 it was framed in the 
interest of O’Brien and Clark. 
McCul- 
loch, the incorruptible Secretary was, 
through the machinations of the con­ 
spirators, removed. The Governor had 
things his own w'ay. 
The majority of the 
commissioners were his creatures, and 
O’Brien and the campaign fund flour­ 
ished. 
The frauds perpetrated upon the tax­ 
payers of New York through tho intrigu- 
ings of Governor Hill and his pals would 
be incredible if they did not stand forth 
in black and white. 
In an editorial article published on 
September 13th the New York Evening 
Post puts the case in a nutshell thus: 
“ The interests of common decency re- 
quiro instant attention, just as they did 
in Tweed’s time, when Governor Tilden 
and a host of equally sound Democrats 
came forward to rescue the government 
of the city and State from a gang of 
thieves. 
“ Now the situation of affairs, so far 
as the State is concerned, is rather worse 
than it was when Tweed was’plundering in 
the city and the Canal Ring was plunder­ 
ing at Albany. 
We say that it is rather 
worse, because the Governor of the State 
at that time was personally an honest 
man. It has been proved in a public 
investigation, and is not denied, that this 
man Hill received $10,000 of the money 
of the taxpayers of New York city to pay 
a note which he gave for campaign pur­ 
poses. If this is not wrong, nothing is 
wrong. If this act can be condoned by 
the voters, anything can bo condoned.

I went to see a barrack- 
like row of farm laborers’ cottages, each 
with but one room—the kitchen, parlor 
and sitting-room combined, below, and 
two bed-rooms above.

was of stone flags, scoured clean and 
white, and the simple furniture looked 
tidy, but the room was small and the sur­ 
roundings simple and cheap. The rent 
for each “ cottage,” all in a row, was 
2 | 6, equal to five shillings per week. The 
farm laborers living in these cottages 
averaged thirteen 
shillings, equal to 
$3.25 per week, stilted wages the year 
round, with “ extras" in harvesting, 
covering six weeks; and, beside, a gift of 
nearly enough from each “ master ” was 
expected to pay the rent of the cottage 
for the year. 
Each laborer boards himself, as a rule, 
the hard times for the farmer who em­ 
ploys the laborers now being an excuse 
for cutting off former extras in the shape 
of beer, bread and cheese, except in some 
rare instance. I asked a laborer how he 
managed to live on such wages. 
“ Oh,” was his reply, “ we has to do 
it.” 
“ But how can it be done?” I again 
asked. 
“ Well, sir,” said be, “ we does it 
somehow as we can.” 
“ How much can you save each year?” 
I queried. 
With a curious smile, looking down on 
the ground, he replied: 
“ Nout; noa, we saves nout.” 
I said to one, while on my visit in the 
country: “ What do you think of protec­ 
tion in the United States?” 
“ Aye,” said he, in an animated way, 
“ Americans looks out for their ownselves, 
and keeps the pauper labor from glutting 
their markets with their cheap stuff, sir, 
and that’s what we want, and badly, I 
can tell you.” 


A BIO E N G L IS H SHAM. 
In conversation with an official of the 
National Association for the Preservation 
of Agriculture, very recently, he said to 
me: “ Town and country alike, are suffer­ 
ing from the present free-import system. 
A few persons, comparatively, of fixed 
incomes, and a few importers and ven­ 
ders of the productions of foreign labor, 
and a few manufacturers profit by our 
‘free trade,’ but the farmers and farm 
laborers—well, they are growing poorer 
every year. Free trade is a sham, a big 
sham, sir, and the farmers of this coun­ 
try are waiting up to this fact very keenly. ” 
In a further questioning as to what 
reasons ho assigned the present bad times 
among farmers here, he replied: “ Simply 
to the low price of Indian wheat, grown 
by laborers who get two pence (four 
cents) a day, and who sleep on the ground, 
eat rice, and need no clothing, or very 
little. And to foreign meats coming 
from Australia, Queensland, and from 
all over, where lands are very cheap.” 
“ If it was not for your American duty 
on wheat,” he continued, “ you would 
have some of this same wheat all along 
your Atlantic sea-coast to compete with 
your American product.”

I have taken pains to find out the retail 


prices of a great many articles used by 
farm laborers over here, but I find the 
greatest difficulty in this comparison. 
Shoes are sold from five shillings ($1.25) 
to nine shillings ($2.25) per pair—in tho 
first place no American farmer would 
wear them, and in the second a better 
shoe for the same money can be had with 
us. 
Cotton goods are as cheap—and in 
manjr lines cheajier—in our country than 
I found them here. I priced a good 
many articles such as calico, sheeting, 
hardware, clothing, knit goods, etc., etc., 
and I was astonished to find that the 
comparison in prices was so nearly even, 
taking our American country retail prices 
for a standard. Tea and coffee and rice 
pay a duty in Great Britain—as does 
tobacco aud spirits. 
One of the stale and silly statements 
made by Democratic newspapers in re­ 
gard to cost of manufactured articles—as 
compared with foreign prices—consists in 
claiming that all such things are just as 
much dearer in our country as (lie tarifl 
imposed on similar articles coining in 
from abroad. Now, the facts are, that in 
a vast majority of instances, competition ! 
in our country has made the American 
urticlo very nearly—and often quite—as 
cheap as the same kind and finish can be 
bought for here. If our farmers had to 
rely on the foreign demand for wheat, 
l>ork, and cheese, to return them reward 
for their toil, aud have no good borne 
market for the perishable vegetable pro­ 
duct of their fawns, they would surely be 
in a worse way very soon than the for­ 
eigners are now in Great Britain. 
The English farmer, the one who rents 
the land from the great feudal land 
owners, is in a very bad w ay indeed, and 
losing money every year. 
Mr. Poynter, j 
a large agriculturalist, assures me that 
they are not receiving one and a half per 
cent, on an average, for their money used 
in stocking and running farms. 
Such is 
the present position of farming in Free 
Trade England, and American farmers 
and farm laborers may well say, “ We 
want none of this in ours, if you please.”

The following extracts are taken from 
a series of thoughtful aud timely letters 
written from London by Hon. Albert D. 
Shaw to tho Little Falls Journal and 
Courier: 
I have no doubt whatever, that the 
farmers of our country to day live in 
happier homes, and are filling a station 
in life pre-eminently superior to that of 
the workers of the soil in Great Britain. 


A F R E E TRADE HOME. 
I have talked to workers about their 
earnings, their prospects and their fami­ 
lies. It was the same old story, “ low 
wages, dark outlook aud no chanco for 
the children!” I went to see a barrack- 
liko row of farm laborers' cottages, each 
with but one room—the kitchen, parlor 
and sitting-room combined, below, and 
two lied-rooms above. 
Tho floor below 
was of stone flags, scoured clean and 
white, and the simple furniture looked 
tidy, but the room was small and the sur­ 
roundings simple and cheap. The rent 
for each “ cottage,” all in a row, was 
2 | 6, equal to Avo shillings per week. Tho 
farm laborers living iii these cottages 
averaged thirteen shillings, equal to 
93.28 per week, stated wages the J’ear 
round, with “ extras" iii harvesting, 
covering six weeks; and, beside, a gift of 
nearly enough from each “ master ” was 
e x iste d to i*ay the rent of the cottage 
for the year. 
Each lalxirer boards himself, as a rule, 
the hard times for the farmer who em­ 
ploys the laborers now being an excuse 
for cutting off funner extras in the shape 
of lieer, bread and cheese, except in some 
rare instance. I asked a lalxirer bow he 
managed to live on such wages. 
“ Oh,” was his reply, “ we has to do 
it.” 
“ But how eau it be done?” I again 
asked. 
“ Well, sir,” said he, “ we does it 
somehow as we can. ” 
“ How much can yon save each year?” 
I queried. 
With a curious smile, lookiug down on 
the ground, he replied: 
“ Nout; noa, we saves nout" 
I said to one, while on my visit in tho 
country: “ What do you think of protec­ 
tion in the United States?” 
“ Aye," said he, in an animated way, 
“ Americans looks out for their owuselves, 
and keeps the pauper labor from glutting 
their markets w itll their cheap stuff, sir, 
and that's what we want, and badly, I 
can tell you.” 


A mo EN G LISH SHAM. 
In conversation with an official of the 
National Association for the Preservation 
of Agriculture, very recently, ho said to 
me: “ Town and country alike, are suffer­ 
ing from the present free-imi»ort system. 
A few persons, comparatively, of fixed 
incomes, and a few im]K>rters aud ven­ 
ders of the productions of foreign labor, 
and a few manufacturers profit by our 
'free trade,’ but the farmers and farm 
laborers—well, they are growing poorer 
every year. Free trado is a sham, a big 
sham, air, and the farmers of this coun­ 
try are waking up to this fact very keenly." 
In a further questioning as to what 
reasons he assigned the present bad times 
among farmers here, he replied: “ Simply 
to the low price of Indian w heat, grown 
by laborers who get two pence (four 
cents) a day, and who sleep on the ground, 
eat rice, and need no clothing, or very 
little. And to foreign meats coming 
from Australia, Queensland, and from 
all over, where lands are very cheap.” 
“ If it was not for your American duty 
on wheat,” he continued, “ you would 
have some of this same wheat all along 
your Atlantic sea-coast to compete with 
your American product.” 
< 
I bare taken pains to find out the retail 


prices of a great many articles nsed by 
farm laborers over here, but I find the 
greatest difficulty in this comparison. 
Shoes are sold from five shillings ($1.25) 
to nine shillings ($2.28) per pair—in tho 
first place 110 American farmer would 
wear them, and in the second a better 
shoe for the same money can be had with 
us. Cotton goods are as cheap—and in 
many lines cheajier—in our country than 
I found them here. I priced a good 
many articles such as calico, sheeting, 
hardware, clothing, knit goods, etc., etc., 
and I was astonished to find that the 
comparison in prices was so nearly even, 
taking our American country retail prices 
for a standard. Tea and coffee and rice 
|xiy a duty in Great Britain—as does 
tobacco and spirits. 
One of the stale and silly statements 
macle by Democratic newspapers in re­ 
gard to cost of manufactured articles—as 
compared with foreign prices—consists in 
claiming that all such things ore just as 
much dearer in our country as (lie tariff 
imposed ou similar articles coming in 
from abroad. Now, the facts are, that in 
a vast majority of instances, competition 
in onr country has made tho American 
urticlo very nearly—and often quite—ns 
cheap as the same kind and finish can be 
bought forbore. If our farmers hail to 
rely on the foreign demand for wheat, 
I»ork, and cheese, to return them reward 
for their toil, aud have no good home 
market for the perishable vegetable pro­ 
duct of their fawns, they would surely be1 
in a worse way very soon than the for­ 
eigners are now in Great Britain. 
The English farmer, tho one who rents 
the land from the great feudal land 
owners, is in a very bad way indeed, and 
losing money every year. Mr. Poy liter, 
a large agriculturalist, assures mo that 
they are uot receiving one and a half per 
cent, on an average, for their money used 
in stocking and running farms. Such is 
the present jxisition of farming in Free 
Trade England, and American farmers 
and farm lalxircrs may well say, “ We 
want none of this in ours, if you please.” 


GERMANS FOR HIGH LICENSE.

Alexander von Landberg, editor aud 
proprietor 
of the 
Hymen se 
Union, 
a German newspajs'r of large influence 
in the State, expresses himself in the 
Syracuse Journal as follows: 
“ I alw ays advocate high license in my 
pajier. The idea of the Prohibition party 
that we shouldn’t sell intoxicating drinks 
is nonsense. 
High license will regulate 
the liquor business. 
It will increase 
public morals and in more w ays than one 
benefit every community. 
I believe 
that a majority of the Germans in this 
State w ill favor it. 
“ ‘Public decency,'"said the editor,‘de­ 
mands that low saloons should be crowded 
out. Warner Miller deserves great credit 
for the stand he has taken on high license. 
His boldness in advancing his views is 
only equalled by las soundness on the 
great question. 
“ Governor, Hill, in vetoing the high 
license bill showed himself a hyjiocrite of 
tho deepest dye, and to the marrow of 
his backbone. ” 
As to the growth of the high license 
movement Mr. von Landberg said: “ I 
think that tho German citizens of this 
city are more strongly in favor of high 
license than they were formerly, and I 
know of a nnmtier of them who hereto­ 
fore voted the Democratic ticket, who 
this time will vote for the Republican 
candidates. 
Some people say thatch man 
will drink just as much if there aro uot 
so many saloons. They will not. 
Men 
are tempted when the evil iB at every hand, 
and [tossing by a saloon every few steps is 
where they yield.

Once 
give Germany a chance to get their 
goods into this market and seo how they 
would overran us. 
Then we shonld be 
compelled to ahut up our factories or cut 
down wages. Very few of the laboring 
class in Germany own their houses, 
while here just glance around the north 
side and witness the working people's 
prosperity. Take off the duties uud they 
would bo able to drown our markets.” 
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Iron Prodarem aho Denounce the Folly 
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A Start­ 
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A correspondent of tho Troy Times 
has been visiting the Lake Champlain 
iron region, aud the result of his search­ 
ing investigations, os published by the 
Tinas, and herein reproduced, shows 
that ruiu, swift and irremediable, stares 
the Champlain iron interest in tho face, 
if the Democratic programme of Free 
Trade is carried out. 
In many instances 
the data ii|Km which he bases his report 
was furbished by Democrats. 
At the 
present time, niue out of thirty-four fur­ 
naces iii that region are in operation,and 
idleness and consequent distress fall to 
the hit of the unfortunate workmen. 
Both employers and employees under­ 
stand what has brought about this state 
of things, and are bitterly denouncing 
Democratic Free Trade folly. 
The Times corresj>ondent writes— 
On the BOth day of June, I was on on 
east-bound train of the ffgdensburgh aud 
Luke Champlain railroad. 
Wheu the 
train pulled into tile statiou at Chateau­ 
gay it was boarded by a nuinl>er of mon 
who, by their appearance, were plainly 
workmen in the iron forges located at 
Belmont, six miles south from Chateau­ 
gay. Ho many iron workers taking leave 
at once led to inquiry as to tho cause of 
their departure. One of their number, a 
hammersinan at the Belmont forge,stated 
to me that the forges were closed, and 
the men on the train were on their way to 
their homes. Further questioning elicited 
the information that the Clayburgh forgo 
w as closed, and that the furnace at Stand­ 
ish had shut down, and that ut the mines 
a comparatively small force were em­ 
ployed in mining oro. 
I sent the facts 
to yon under date of July 2, since which 
time I have discovered that tho Standish 
furnace wus not closed until about the 
middle of July, that it is the intention of 
the management to start the furnace 
again after some changes or rejmirs are 
made, that six of the fourteen fires at the 
Belmont forge have been started, and 
that three out of seven fires at the New 
Russia forge are running, or in all, nine 
fires out of a total of thirty-four located 
as follows: Sixteen at Belmont, seven at 
Clayburgh, seven at New Russia and four 
at Plattsburgh. 


OTHER ID L E FURNACES. 
The charcoal furnace at Plattsburgh 
has been idle some months. 
I also stated 
that the Crown Point furnace was idle, 
that cold forges marked the progress of 
Democratic ideas at Wood’s Falls, Irons 
and Altoona. 
And instantly I was accus­ 
ed of misrepresentation and falsehood 
by Democratic newspapers, which has­ 
tened to say that William W. Wood, at 
Wood’s Falls, closed up by assignment 
several years since,but, probably through 
inadvertence, neglected to state that up 
to April, 1888, that gentleman's forges 
were running, making iron for the Chat­ 
eaugay ore and iron company. Nor do 
they seem ut all desirious to discuss the 
causes that have, moro than any other, 
or all others, conduced to the present 
mournful condition of the iron industries 
of the country. 


T E E MARGIN O F P R O F IT — LABOR’S SHARE. 
Take, for instance, tho Crown Point 
furnace, that was running on Bessemer 
pig-iron, to produce which, under the 
most favorable conditions, w ith no stop­ 
pages or breaking of machinery, with all 
the most approved mechanical appliances, 
cost $17.50 lier ton at Crown Point, and 
$1.50 per ton freight to New York, or $19 
per ton in that market. British Bessemer 
pig-iron is to-day quoted in New York at 
$10.75 i>er ton, free on board, duty $6.70 
I»er ton, and freight $1.75 per ton, mak­ 
ing a total of $19.26 1 or ton, leaving the 
American manufacturer a net profit of 
twenty-six cents per ton, out of which to 
pay for repairs, interest, insurance and 
all necessary outlays. The Mills bill pro­ 
poses a reduction of $3 per ton, which 


would enable the English producer to 
put Bessemer pig-iron in the market at a 
profit for $1.74 per ton less than it costs 
tho American manufacturer to produce 
i t The “raw material” costs no more in 
this country than in England; the differ­ 
ence between $17.50‘and $10.25 is the 
exact amount paid for labor to tho Ameri­ 
can laliorer in excess of that paid tho 
English laborer for the same work, pro­ 
vided the English shipper delivers his 
iron at cost, but if at the above prices he 
makes a profit, that profit must come out 
of the labor and be added to the $0.75 
per ton to make up the sum of difference 
in wages paid by English and American 
manufacturers for the same service. Pru­ 
dence aud distmst combined to close the 
Crown Point furnace. 


FO R EIG N CO M PETITION. 
The only commodity thut confronts 
the charcoal billet and bloom iron of ibis 
oountry to day is the Swedish bar iron. 
Ninety-five per cent, of the total Ameri­ 
can production of charcoal billet iron is 
the product of Clinton, Franklin and 
Essex Counties. This iron is largely used 
for the manufacture of crucible steel,and 
costs to produce, $42 per ton; $40.95 per 
ton of this oostis for labor, and $1.05 per 
ton for material. 
Tho items making up 
these totals can bo found on page 6,408 of 
the (\)n<jressional llccord, are furnished 
by th mu oat competent authority and aro 
embodied in the speech of Hon. John 
Moffitt, who, with an experience of six­ 
teen years in the manufacture of iron, 
and, ns the present manager of the Bel­ 
mont forges, is fully qualified to speak on 
tho subject. 
Democratic journals are 
vehement in their defense of the propos­ 
ed tariff changes, and stoutly deny that 
foreign-made iron has materially affected 
the price in this country. The total pro­ 
duction of billets and blooms in tho 
United States in 1887 was 15,088 bms, 
while the importations wore 101,590 tou.s

A correspondent of tho Watertown 
Post expresses in tho following sensible 
letter the sentiments of hundreds of tem­ 
perance men who are not extremists: 
I concede there is great force in tho 
belief, presumed to lie a fact, that prohi­ 
bition as a Htate measure, either statu­ 
tory by legislative enactment, or by a 
constitutional amendment, is not attain­ 
able at the present time. The samo popu­ 
lar vote that would defeat the constitu­ 
tional amendment would lie cast to elect 
a Governor to veto a legislative enact­ 
ment of prohibition. The liquor majori­ 
ties in the large cities, os against Stale 
prohibition, are very likely lurger than 
the temperance majorities in the rural 
districts. It proved to be so in Michigan. 
To secure prohibition in the State as a 
whole, a great deal of missionary w o r k 
w ill need to be done y e t It may, as you 
say, take s o u k * years to i m p a r t the neces­ 
sary culture. But by the county option 
and high license road good long strides 
in the direction of prohibition could be 
taken at once; nml as your Three Milo 
Bay correspondent well says, tho “ g o o d 
works ’’ of the counties nuder that regime 
“ might so shine” as to lead others to 
follow their example. Third party action 
docs divide the temperance vote; t h e r o 
can be no denying tim*. 
And it is almost Clinally apparent that 
the Republican [larty, in which tho groat 
body of the temperance voters are, is not 
likely to dissolve itself localise of the 
exodus from its fold of the more ardent 
prohibitionists. 
National success this 
year, as now seems quite certain, will re­ 
store its prestige and give it renewed 
confidence of a largor lease of power. 
The Republican party has lieon tho great 
reform [tarty of this generation, aud 
although it may have been taking rather 
a long nooning on tho temperance ques­ 
tion, it does not follow that its heart of 
reform is dead, nor that when fairly 
rested it will not take un this waiting 
work aud prosecute it. There certainly 
was some evidence of this inclination last 
winter in the legislature. Aud in tho 
nomination of Warner Miller for Gover­ 
nor, as against the saloon candidate 
David B. Hill, aud the sharp lines drawn 
between them as party leaders, afford 
further evidence of an awakening on this 
issue by the Republican leaders.

TO 
MORE FULLY SECURE THE INDEPEN­ 


DENCE OF ELECTORS AND THE SECRECY 


OF THE BALLOT. 
The People of the State o f N ew York, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


S e c t io n 1. All ballots cast in elections 
for public officers within the State shall 
be printed and distributed at public ex­ 
pense, as hereinafter provided. 
The 
printing of ballots and cards of instruction 
for the electors in each county, and the 
delivery of the same to the election offi­ 
cers, as provided in section eighteen of 
this act, shall he a county charge, the 
payment of which shall bo provided for 
in the same manner as t lie payment of 
other county expenses. 
§ 2. Any convention, as 
hereinafter 
defined, held for the purpose of making 
nominations to public office, and also 
electors to the number hereinafter speci­ 
fied, may nominate candidates for public 
offioes to be filled by election within the 
State. 
A convention, within the mean­ 
ing of this act, is an organized assemblage 
of delegates representing a 
political 
party which at the last election before 
the holding of such convention, polled at 
least three per cent, of the entire vote 
cast in the State, county or other division 
or district for which the nomination is 
made. 
§ 8. All nominations maitle by any such 
convention shall bo certified as follows: 
The certificate of nomination, which shall 
be in writing, shall contain the namo of 
each person nominated, his residence and 
the office for which ho is nominated, and 
shall designate tho party or principle 
which such convention represents. It 
shall be signed by tho presiding officer 
and secretary of such convention, who 
shall add to their signatures their respec­ 
tive places of residence, and acknowledge 
the same before an officer duly authorized 
to take acknowledgements. 
A certificate 
of such acknowledgement shall bo ap­ 
pended to said instrument. 
§ 4. Certificates of nomination shall be 
filed with the Secretary of State, for the 
nomination of candidates for offices to be 
filled by the electors of tho entire State, 
or of any district or division of a greater 
extent than one county. 
For all other 
nominations to public offices, certificates 
of nomination shall be filed with the clerks 
of tho respective counties wherein the 


offices are to bo filled by the electors. 
The certificate of nomination for Assem­ 
blymen in tho counties of Fulton and 
Hamilton shall be filed in tho office of tho 
County Clerk of Hamilton County, and a 
copy thereof certified by said County 
Clerk of Hamilton County shall be filed 
in the offico of the County Clerk of Ful­ 
ton Count}'. 
§ 5. A candidate for public office may 
be nominated otherwise than by a con­ 
vention, in the manner following: A cer­ 
tificate of nomination containing the name 
of tho candidate to be nominated, with 
the other information required to be 
given in the certificates provided for in 
section three of this act, shall be signed 
by electors residing within tho district of 
political division for which candidates are 
to be presented, equal in number to at 
least one per cent, of the entire voto cast 
at the last preceding election in the State, 
County or other division or district for 
which the nomination is to be made, pro­ 
vided, however, that the number of sig­ 
natures so required shall not exceed one 
thousand, when the nomination is for an 
offico to be filled by tho electors of the 
entire State, and shall not exceed one 
hundred when the nomination is for an 
office to bo filled l>y the electors of a 
county, district or other division leas than 
the State in extent, and provided also 
that the said signatures need not all be 
appended to one paper. 
Such a certifi­ 
cate, when made as above prescribed, 
may be filed as provided for in section 
four of the act, w ith the same effect as a 
certificate of nomination made by a party 
convention. 
§ 6. No certificate of nomination shall 
contain the name of more than one can­ 
didate for each office to be filled. 
No 
person shall join in nominating more than 
one nominee for each office to be filled; 
and no person shall accept a nomination 
to more than one office. 
§ 7. The Secretary of State shall cause 
to be presorved in his office all certificates 
of nomination filed therein under the 
provisions of this act, and each County 
Clerk shall cause to bo preserved in his 
office all certificates of nomination filed 
therein under the provisions of this act. 
§ 8. Certificates of nomination, filed 
with the Secretary of State, shall be filed 
not more than sixty and not less than 
twenty days before the day fixed by law 
for the election of the persons in nomina­ 
tion. Certificates of nomination herein 


directed to be filed with the clerk of the 
County shall be filed not more than sixty 
and not less than fifteen days before elec­ 
tion. 
§ 9. Not less than eighteen days before 
an election to fill any public office, tho 
Secretary of State shall certify to the 
County Clerk of each county within which 
any of the electors may by law voto for 
candidates for such office, the names and 
the description of each person nominated 
for such office, as specified in the certifi­ 
cates of nomination filed with the Secre­ 
tary of State. 
§ 10. At least seven days before an 
election to fill any public office, the 
County Clerk of each County shall cause 
to bo published in at least two newspapers j 
within tho County the nominations to 
office certified to him by the Secretary of 
State,and also those filed with the County 
Clerk. 
He shall make not less than two 
such publications in each of such news­ 
papers before election. One of such pub­ 
lications in each newspaper shall be upon 
the last day upon which such newspaper 
is issued before election. 
Such publica­ 
tion shall bo mado in two newspapers, 
representing tho political parties that at 
the last preceding election east the largest 
and next largest number of votes; the 
lists of nominations published by the 
County Clerks of the respective Counties 
shall be arranged as far as practicable, in 
tho order and form in which they will be 
printed upon the ballot. 
§ 11. Tho Secretary of State shall not 
certify the name as a candidate, whose 
certificate of nomination shall have been 
filed in his office, who shall have notified 
him in a writing signed and executed i 
with the formalities prescribed for the J 
execution of an instrument to entitle it to j 
record, that he will not accept the nomi- j 
nation contained in the certificate of t 
nomination. 
The County Clerk shall not { 
include in the publication to be made j 
according to section ton hereof, the name j 
of any candidate whoso certificate of 
nomination shall have been filed in his 
office,who shall have notified him in like 
manner that he will not accept the nomi­ 
nation. 
The names of such candidates 
shall not be included in the names of the 
candidates to be printed in the ballots as 
hereinafter provided. 
§ 12. Whenever a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment or other question is to 
be submitted to the people of tho State 
for popular vote, tho Secrotary of State ! 
shall duly, and not less than thirty days j 
before the election, certify the same to 
the Clerk of each County of tho State, j 
and tho Clerk of each County shall in- j 
elude the same in the publication provid­ 
ed for in section ten of this act. 
§ 13. Except as in this act otherwise 
provided, it shall be the duty of the 
County Clerk of each County to provide 
printed ballots, for every election for pub­ 
lic officers in which tile electors, or any , 
of 'the electors, vithiK the County par­ 
ticipate, and to cause to be printed in I 
the appropriate ballot the name of every 
candidate whoso name has been certified 
to or filed with the County Clerk in the 
manner provided for in this act. 
Ballots 
other than thoso printed by tho respect­ 
ive County Clerks, according to the pro­ 
visions of this act, shall not bo cast or 
counted in any election. 
Nothing in this 
act contained shall prevent any voter 
from writing upon his ballot, tho name of 
any person for whom he desires to vote 
for any office, and such voto shall be 
counted the same as if printed upon the 
ballot. 
§ 14. Except as otherwise provided in 
this net, every ballot printed as herein 
prescribed shall be printed in accordance 
with the existing provisions of law. All 
ballots shall contain the namo of every 
candidute whose nomination for any offico 
specified in the ballot has been certified 
to and filed according to the provisions 
of this act, and no other name. The names 
of candidates nominated by each party 
shall be grouped together upon the proper 
ballot, and each group shall be headed 
by the name of tho political party by 
which the candidates comprising said 
group were placed iu nomination, jas de­ 
scribed in the certificates of nomination. 
There shall be a margin on each sido at 
least half an inch wide, and a reasonable 
space between the names to be printed 
thereon, so that the voter may clearly 
indicate in the way to be hereafter pointed 
out tho candidate or candidates for which 
he wishes to cast his ballot. 
§ 15. Whenever the Secretary of State 
has duly certified to any County Clerk 
any question to be submitted to a vote 
of tlio people, the County Clerk shall 
prepare aud distribute ballots of sucli 


form as will enable the electors to vote 
upon the question in manner hereinafter 
provided. 
§ 10. The County Clerk of each County 
shall provide for each election district in 
the county one hundred ballots of each 
kind to he voted in the district, for every 
fifty or fraction of fifty electors registered 
at the last preceding election in the dis­ 
trict. If there is no registry in the dis­ 
trict, the County Clerk shall provide bal­ 
lots to the number of one hundred for 
every fifty or fraction of fifty electors 
who voted at the last election in the dis­ 
trict. 
§ 17. Whenever it shall appear by affi­ 
davit that an error or omission has occur- 
ed in the publication of the names or de­ 
scription of candidates nominated for of­ 
fice, or in the printing of the ballots, tho 
Supremo Court of the State may, upon 
application by any elector, by order, re­ 
quire the County Clerk to correct such 
error, or to show cause why such error 
should not l>c corrected. 
§ 18. Before tho opening of the polls 
at any election of public officers within 
any County, the County Clerk of the 
County shall cause to be delivered to tho 
Board of Inspectors of election of each 
election district which is within the 
County, and iu which the election is to 
be held, at tho polling place of the dis­ 
trict, the proper number of ballots of 
each kind tube used in the district. 
§ 19. At the same time, and, in the 
same manner, as inspectors of election 
arc appointed or elected, two ballot 
clerks for each election district in the 
State shall be appointed or elected,whose 
duty it shall be to have charge of the bal­ 
lots, and to furnish th- m to the voters in 
the manner hereinafter provided; such 
ballot clerks shall possess the same quali- ! 
fications as inspectors of election. 
No 
elector shall vote for more than one per­ 
son for said office of ballot clerk at the 
same time, and no political party shall 
nominate more than one person for that 
office. The two persons in each election j 
district, when inspectors of election arc j 
elected, who shall receive the highest and ' 
next highest number of votes for tho j 
office shall serve as such at all elections 
except town meetings, to be held therein 
during the ensuing year; whenever in­ 
spectors of election are not elected, bid 
appointed, such ballot clerks shall be ap­ 
pointed and their appointment certified 
at the same time and in the same manner 
as is now provided for in the case of in­ 
spectors, but in making such appoint­ 
ments one of the ballot clerks in each 
election district shall be taken from the 
political party that polled the largest 
number of votes at the last preceding 
election, and the other from the party 
that polled the next largest number. 
§ 29. Except in the City and County of 
New York, all officers upon whom is 
imposed by law the duty of designating 
polling-places, shall provide, iu each pol- 
liug-place designated by them, a sufficient 
number of places, booths or compart- j 
incuts, which shall l>e furnished with such j 
supplies and conveniences as shall enable 
the voter conveniently to prepare his 
ballot for voting, and in which electors 
may mark their ballots screened from ob­ 
servation, and a 
guard-rail so con­ 
structed that only persons within the 
said rail can approach within five feet 
of tho ballot boxes or the places or 
compartments herein provided for. 
The 
number of such places or compartments 
shall not be less than one for every seven­ 
ty-five electors who voted at tlielast pre­ 
ceding election in the district. No person 
other than electors engaged in receiving, 
preparing, or depositing their ballots 
shall be permitted to be within said rail, 
except by authority of the inspectors of 
elections. 
In the City and County of 
New York, the chief of the bureau of 
elections shall provide such places or 
compartments and guard-rails. 
The ex­ 
pense of providing such places or com­ 
partments and guard-rails shall be a pub­ 
lic charge, and shall bo provided for in 
each town and city in the same manner 
as the other election expenses. On or 
before the first day of January, 1889, 
and every year thereafter, the officers of 
the several cities and towns now changed 
by law with the decision or alteration of 
election districts, shall as far as neces­ 
sary, alter or divide the existing election 
districts in such manner that each elec­ 
tion district shall contain not more than 
300 voters, and such division or alteration 
shall take effect immediately, except as 
in this section otherwise provided; such 
division or alteration shall be subject to 
the existing provisions of law. 
§ 21. On any day of election of public 
officers in any election district, each 


qualified elector shall be entitled to re­ 
ceive from the ballot clerks one ballot fur 
each of the officers for which the elector 
desires to voto. 7.t shall be the duty ot 
such ballot clerks to deliver such ballots 
to the elector. 
Before delivering any 
ballot to an elector, tho two ballot clerks 
shall write their names or initials upon 
the back of the ballot, immediately under 
the printed endorsement. 
§ 22. On receipt of his ballots tho 
elector shall forthwith, and without leav­ 
ing the polling-place, retire alone to ono 
of the places, booths or compartments 
provided, to prepare his ballots. 
He 
shall prepare his ballots by marking 
across before or after the name of tho 
person or persons for whom he intends to 
vote, thus. X, or in caso of a ballot con­ 
taining a constitutional amendment or a 
question to be submitted to tho vote of 
the people, by crossing out therefrom 
parts of the ballot in such a manner that 
the remaining part shall express his vote 
upon the question submitted. After pre­ 
paring his ballots the elector shall fold 
each of them so that the face of the ballot 
will be concealed, and so that tho printed 
endorsement and the signatures or init ials 
of the ballot clerks thereon may be seen. 
He shall then voto forthwith and before 
leaving the polling place. 
§ 23. Not more than one person shall 
be permitted to occupy any one booth at 
onetime; and no person shall remain in 
or occupy a booth longer than may bo 
necessary to prepare his ballot, and in no 
event longer than five minutes. 
§ 24. Any voter, who shnll by accident 
or mistake spoil his ballot so that he cau- 
not conveniently vote the same, may, on 
returning said spoiled ballot to the ballot 
clerks and satisfying them that such 
spoiling was not intentional, receive an­ 
other in place thereof. 
Every elector 
who does not vote any ballot delivered to 
him shall, before leaving the polling 
place, return such ballot to the ballot 
clerks having charge of the ballots. 
§ 25. Any elector who declares under 
oath to the ballot clerks that he cannot 
read or write, or that by reason of physi­ 
cal disability he is unable to mark his 
ballots, may declare his choice of candi- 
j dates to cither one of the ballot clerks, 
who, in the presence of the elector, shall 
prepare the ballots for voting in the man- 
j ner hereinbefore provided; or such elec­ 
tor, after making such oath, may requiro 
one of such ballot clerks to read to him 
! the contents of the ballot, so that the 
; elector can ascertain the relativo position 
; of the names of tho candidates on each 
ballot, whereupon the elector shall retire 
! to one of the places, booths or compart­ 
ments provided, to prepare his ballots in 
| the manner hereinbefore provided. 
§ 26. No inspector of election shall de­ 
posit any ballot upon which the names or 
i initials of the ballot clerks as hereinbefore 
provided for does not appear. 
§ 27. The County Clerk of each county 
shall cause to be printed in large type on 
cards in English and in such other lan­ 
guages as he deems necessary, instruc­ 
tions for the guidance of electors in pre­ 
paring their ballots. 
He shall furnish 
twelve such cards, each printed in all 
i the languages determined upon by him, 
! to the board of inspectors of election in 
each election district, at the same time 
and in tho same manner as the print 'd 
ballots. The board of inspectors of el. c- 
1 tion shall post not less than one of sinh 
cards in each place or compartment pro­ 
vided for tho preparation of ballots, a d 
not lessthan three of such cards else win ro 
in and about the polling place, upon tho 
day of election. Said cards shall bo 
! printed in largo, clear type, and shall 
contain full instructions to the voters as 
to what should be done: (First) to obtain 
ballots for voting; (second) to prepare 
the ballots for deposit in the ballot boxes; 
(third) to obtain a new ballot in place of 
one accidentally spoiled; also a copy of 
sections thirty and thirty-two of this act. 
§ 28. In the canvass of the votes, any 
ballot which is not endorsed by the names 
or initials of the ballot clerk as provided 
in this act, shall be void, and shall not be 
counted,and any ballot or parts of a ballot 
from which it is impossible to determine 
the elector’s choice shall be void and 
shall not be counted. 
Such ballots shall 
be treated and preserved in the same 
manner as defective ballots. 
I 29. No person shall (1) falsely make, 
or fraudulently deface, or fraudulently 
destroy any certificate of nomination, or 
any part thereof; or (2) file any certifi­ 
cate of nomination knowing the same or 
any part thereof to be falsely made; or 
(3) suppress any certificate of nomination 
which has been duly filed, or any parV 


thereof; or (4) forge or falsely maka tka 
official endorsement on any ballot. Every 
person violating any of the provisions of 
this section shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony. 
§ 30. No person shall, during the elec­ 
tion, remove or destroy any of the sup­ 
plies or other conveniences placed in the 
booths as aforesaid for the purpose of en­ 
abling the voter to prepare his ballot. 
No person shall, during an election, re­ 
move, tear down, or deface the cards 
printed for the instruction of voters. 
Every person wilfully violutiug any of the 
provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
§ 31. Every public officer upon whom 
any duty is imposed by this act,who shall 
wilfully neglect or omit to perform such 
duty, shall bo deemed guilt3' of a misde­ 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
County jail or penitentiary fora term of 
not less than six months and not more 
than three years, or by a fine of not less 
than two hundred and fifty and not more 
than three thousand dollars, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.

“ robber barons ” and protective duties. 
But they did not. With commendable 
discretion, which is “ the better part of 
valor,” they let tho Confederacy perish. 
Yet now, when tho Democracy of New 
York is retreating to “ tho last ditch,” 
heir gallant Southern allies, unmindful 
of the past, rush up in force to their 
assistance. 
New York Republicans bid them hearty 
welcome. 
They may not succeed in re­ 
animating tho lost cause of a “ tariff for 
revenue only’’which perished with the 
Confederacy and its constitution at Ap­ 
pomattox; but they may learn something 
from contact with tho masses of their 
Northern countrymen. They will realize 
the wealth of Northern liberality, of free 
speech, of generous toleration. 
They 
will learn that tho Republican party of 
the North has nothing to lose but every­ 
thing to gain bjr the broadest and most 
thorough discussion of the tariff question; 
and they will learn that in the Northern 
mind, at this time, protection and patriot­ 
ism are synonymous terms; that tho issue 
is ’one of national life; and that on this 
issue, as on a similar issue in 1SG1, the 
North will rise iu its strength and over­ 
whelm them. 


Ih e Kingston parade held on October 
1G in honor of Governor Hill will live in 
history as one of the most picturesque 
saturnalias that ever disgraced a political 
canvass. All that the beer-inspired tab­ 
leau required to make it a picture worthy 
of Teniers or Hogarth was His Serena 
Excellency attired as Bacchus sitting 
entleman irom the States astride of a beer-barrel. From tho ac­ 
count given by' the Kingston Freeman it 
would appear that wagons were in lino 
filled with beer kegs and trimmed with 
bottles. 
Placards advertised a prominent beer- 
sliop. Barrooms were brilliantly illumi­ 
nated, and in one wagon attached to the 
procession was represented a Bacchan­ 
alian orgy.in which men and boys idayed 
cards and drank beer. 
Tho entire festi­ 
val was a disgraceful one, and many 
prominent Democrats hung their heads 
for shame. And yet it need not have as­ 
tonished or humilated them. 
It was 
simply a tribute from the people who 
look upon high license as a blow at their 
alcoholic liberties to the man who re­ 
fuses to legislate for the better regulation 
of the liquor traffic in the State.
